Dakota's Divorce Colony. 

Sioux Falls, S. Dak., Jan. 27. — Baron 
Destuers, minister for tho Netherlands, 
whoso wife is in this city applying for a di- 
vorce, yesterday charged the baroness with 
infidelity. The charge came up in a motion 
to amend the baron's answer to his wife's 
complaint, made by his attorney, J. L. 
Glover. The arguments on tho motion to 
amend will be heard to-day. The baron 
states his caso as follows : At the time my 
answer lo the complaint was made, I had 
heard from various sources that the baroness 
had behaved improperly with one Elliott 
Zbooroski, alias William Elliott, but I had 
no proof. Since the depositions of Jere- 
miah McGrath, Lionel L. Powell and 
Leonora Lawday, witnesses for the baroness, 
were taken in London December 29, SO and 
31, 1 have discovered that she joined Elliott 
Zbooroski a few days after she left her home 
in Paris, and has since continually and 
openly lived with Elliott Zbooroski. Be- 
tween June 20 and 27, 18110, she occupied 
lodgings in Catherine street, London, next 
door but one to the bouse on Russell square. 
Thereafter the baroness and Elliott Zboor- 
oski embarked on a steam yacht and sailed 
to the island of Ceylon, and from there 
went together to India. They returned to- 
gether to London and went to the Caledonia 
hotel, Adelphi terrace, where they register- 
ed as Mr. mid Mrs. William Elliott, Febru- 
ary 10, 1891. They were also living to- 
gether at Tuubridge Wells, England, March 
18, 1890. The baroness lived with Zboor- 
oski at the Chateau de Fontonoi in the de- 
partment of tho Cher, Prance, in the months 
of September and October, 1888. 

Central America and Chill. 

New Yokk, Jan. 28. — A special cable to 
the Herald from Panama says: "Tho feel- 
ing here is favorable to Chili in the con- 
troversy between that country and the 
United States. The isthmian survivors of 
the Preston rebellion openly denounce the 
Americans and advocate the co operation of 
all the Southern Republics in Chili's de- 
fence in case of hostilities. Many Colom- 
bians of all classes are anxious to leave im- 
mediately as volunteers in the Chilian ser- 
vice. The Spanish press believe that Uncle 
Sam's present move is a death blow to Mr. 
Blaine's dream of a Pan-American union. 
In official circles the feeling is that Colombia 
in isthmian transit holds the key to tho 
situation. It is understood that in case 
of trouble the vessels of the South American 
Steamship Company will be placed at the 
service of the Chilian government. The 
Itata belonged to the same line. These 
ships ply between Valparaiso and Panama 
ami intermediate points. El Pavenir, of 
Carthagcna, the organ of the president, ex- 
presses surprise at the sudden warlike pre- 
paration of the States, and thinks Mr. 
Blaine cannot consistently decline the 
Chilian proposition for arbitration. The 
Panama El Cronista, tho Veleslista and 
Liberal organ on the Isthmus, think the 
position assumed by the United States un- 
justified, and that the ultimatum menaces 
not only Chili but all South America. The 
Panama Star and Herald has no editorial 
comments on the Chilian affair."

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28.— The sub-com- 
mittee, having in charge the preparation of 
a plan for the suppression of trusts, will be 
glad to have information from all quarters 
of the country, giving the names of articles 
of general consumption, the manufacture', 
distribution, sale, or price of which, is con- 
trolled by trusts, combinations, associations 
of any character.

U.S. Whisky Trade Regulations. 

Washington, -Ian. 28.— A delegation of 
Kentucky whisky distillers, composed of 
Messrs. Walthen, Atherton, Shirley, Hum- 
phreys, StOther end Monarch, had an 
audience with Revenue Commissioner 
Mason, this afternoon. The delegation de- 
sired to have tho regulation, which pro- 
hibits the same firm from trading under dif- 
ferent names and different firms trading 
under the same name abolished. The mat- 
ter was discussed at some length, but no 
conclusion was reached by Commissioner 
Mason. 

Customs Complication Willi Cnnniln. 

Washington, Jan. 28. —There is much 
indignation felt at the Treasury Department 
over the arrest of two of ils oilicers at Mon- 
treal upon a charge of conspiracy preferred 
by a tailor of that city. Strong intimations 
are given that unless the Canadian authori- 
ties can protect the United States customs 
officials who ar e stationed there for the con- 
venience of the Canadian railways, these 
officials will be withdrawn and the examina- 
tion of baggage and other services rendered 
by them will be performed at the frontier, 
requiring the delay of trains for that pur- 
pose.

Houston, Tex., Jan. 28.— One of the 
companions of Stanley, in Africa, was J. L. 
MeKisb, a German by birth, and a man of 
fine education. After bis return from 
Africa he came to this place, and for two 
years has been employed ns a draughtsman 
in the Houston & Texas Central Railway 
office, and was highly esteemed. For some 



time, however, his mind has been unsettled, 
ono of bis delusions being, that all the 
rulers of Europo were to be dethroned, and 
that he was to become dictator of the con- 
tinent. He was before the County Court, 
yesterday, on a writ of lunacy, and was 
declared insane. 

Garza Means FlRUt. 
San Antonio, Texas, Jan. 28.— A des- 
patch was received here this evening from 
Del Rio, Texas, stating that Catrino Garza 
is now on the Mexican side 6t the river, 
near that plaae, and that he is at the head 
of an army of from 4,500 to 5,000 well 
armed and mounted Mexican revolutionists. 
Bands of from 25 to 100 are journeying 
here every day. It is further stated in the 
despatch that Garza means light, and that 
the most desperate war Mexico has ever 
known, will be opened about February 1st, 
by an attack by Garza men on the town of 
Las Vegas, located just across the river 
from Del Rio.

Newmjrg, N. Y., Jan. 28.— Joseph F. 
Donohugh, the champion skater, to-day 
skated a half mile straight away in ono 
minute five and two-fifth seconds, beating 
the best previous record of one minute 
twenty-four and four-fifth seconds.

James 
Donohugh, bis brother, skated a quarter of 
a mile in ,'iU 3-5 seconds, and S. C. Hanimett 
covered the same distance in 44 2-5 Beconds.

— The charge of aban- 
donment made against William C. Bolton, 
ex-president of the Bolton Drug Co., by Wb 
wifo has been dismissed by Justice Walsh, 
of the Aduma street court in Brooklyn. Mr. 
Bolton a few months ago obtained a divorce 
from bis wifo in Soulh Dakota, and a few 
weeks afterwards married a young woman 
in New York. His first wife instituted big- 
amy and abandonment proceedings, both of 
which have now been quashed. 

Serious Train Wreck. 

POTTSVILLB, Jan. 23. — A serious wreck 
occurred to-day at New Boston Junction. 
The Lehigh Valley and Pennsylvania trains 
use the same track, north of that place, and 
during the noon hour to-day, while a Penn- 
sylvania train was running from Wilkes- 
barre, at this point, the engineer saw a 
Lehigh passenger train approaching at a 
high .-ate of speed. He reversed his lever 
but it was too late, and in a moment the 
two engines crashed into each other. Both 
engines were badly wrecked, and the engi- 
neer of the Pennsylvania train was instantly 
killed. His fireman jumped from the cab as 
soon as the Lehigh train camo in sight, and 
received probably fatal injuries. J. J, 
Blakeslee, who was riding on the tender of 
the Lehigh engine, had both legs broken. 
Several of t he passengers were badly bruised. . 
but none seriously. 

A Hank Swindler. 

Philadelphia, Jan. 28. — Henry C. Yard, 
the ugent of the Seagart land negotiations 
in the Keystone Bank complications, was 
arrest- d, to-day, and placed under bail for 
a hearing, next Thursday. The warrant 
was supported by the affidavit of Albert R. 
Barrett, one of the experts of the Treasury 
Department engaged on the books of the 
Keystone Bank. The charge is "aiding 
and abetting " Charles Lawrence and 
Gideon W. Marsh, during tho period from 
March, 188!), to January, 1891, in mis- 
applying §65,980 of the funds of the Key- 
stone bank. For months, the experts, un- 
der the direction of Inspector Barrett, of 
the secret service, have been at work on the 
books of the Keystone bank, tracing out the 
numerous ramifications through which its 
funds hid been put, and now have evidence 
which, it is believed, will result in Yard's 
conviction. 

A Hank Resuscitated. 

Jamesuuru, N.Y., Jan. 28. — The stock- 
holders of the Jamcsburg bank, which was 
victimized to the extent of §50,000 by T. 
Willon Hill, deceased, decided to pay 50 
per cent, of the $50,000 assessment levied 
to make good the shortage. Tho balance 
they agreed to make good to-morrow, 
which will restore the capital stock to .575,- 
(100 and permit the bank to resume on u 
solid basis. 

Sluaular Cause of Failure. 

New Yokk, Jan. 28.— The failure of A.. 
Peabody it Co , wholesale jewelers, of No. 
1K-I Broadway, which was announced this 
morning, created a sensation, on account of 
the cause to which it was attributed. The 
firm claim they were forced to suspend, be- 
cause thieves had robbed them of their as- 
sets. Their liabilities are placed at !?75,- 
0110, and there is little left for the creditors. 
Five weeks ago Mr. Peabody says his son,, 
while in St. Louis on a business trip, had tv 
valise containing §25,000 worth of precious 
stones stolen. 'The thieves were arrested, 
but the gems were not recovered.

Canadian Anti-Chinese League. A travel- 
lint; secretary and organizer will be em- 
ployed on salary, branches will be formed 
in all the leading cities and every legitimate 
means adopted to make this an unpleasant 
and unprofitable country lor the Chinaman 
to live in. The members of parliament 
will be petitioned to place an entrance foe 
of $500 on each Chinaman coming into the 
country, and everyone urged to have 
nothing to do with them. Tho fees were 
fixed at 25 cents per quarter. A public 
meeting is to be held in too Market, hull on 
the evening of Thursday, February 5. 

A strohg effort is being made now to clear 
up some of tho debt of Christ Chinch, 
which has been hanging over the heads of 
the congregation. There are two large 
sums away overdue, one of them a promis- 
sory note to tho Bank of British Columbia 
for §3,500, and the other a sum of §3,000 
due the C. P. R. for the lots on 
which the church is being built. Since 
these liabilities were incurred, the congrega- 
tion has fallen away considerably and a 
number of prominent citizens, who were 
foremost in organizing the church, have 
now withdrawn their suppoi t, owing to per- 
sonal antagonism to Rev. If.

FOR THE KING'S PRIZE. 

Belgium's Magnificent OflVr for a Very Val- 
uable Work. 

Mr. Ferd. Van Bruyssel, in the absence 
of a Belgian consul in British Columbia, has 
forwarded the following to the Colonist for 
publication: 

"By a decree dated the 14th of December, 
1874, His Majesty the King of tho Belgians 
has instituted an annual prize of 25,000 
francs, with the object of encouraging intel- 
lectual work. 

"The priz ! offered for international com- 
petition in 1S!)7, will be awarded for the 
book affording tho beat realization of the 
following programme, namely: 

"Bxpose from a sanitary point of view 
tho meteorological, hydrnlogical and geolog- 
ical conditions of the countries in Equator- 
ial Africa. 

" Deduct from the present slato of our 
knowledge of inese matters the hygienic 
principles appropriate for said countries and 
determine, with confirmatory observations, 
the best regimen of lile, of nutrition and of 
work, also the best system of dress and of 
habitation to be applied there for the pre- 
servation of health and vigor. 

"Show the symptomatology, Btiology and 
pathology of the diseases characterizing the 
regions of Equatorial Africa and indicate 
their mode of treatment, both from a pro- 
phylatical and therapeutical point of view. 
Establish the principles to he observed in 
t he selection and the use of medicines and in 
the creation of hospitals and sanitariums. 

" In their scientific investigations as well 
as in their practical conclusions, competi- 
tors will tike particular notice of the condi- 
tions of life surrounding Europeans in the 
various parts of the Congo basin. 

" Both manuscript and printed documents 
will be admitted for competition. The new 
edition of a printed work will only be ail 
mitted for competition if it contains exten- 
sive alterations ami enlargements having ap- 
peared, as in the ease of tho other books, 
during the period assigned for the competi- 
tion, namely, during any one of the years 
1893, 1894, 1895 or 1890. The works 
may be written in any one of the following 
languages : French, Flemish, English, 
German, Italian and Spanish. Foreigners 
desiring to participate in the competition 
must send thoir works, printed or manu- 
script, before the 1st day of January, IS07, 
to the Ministry of the Interior and Public 
Instruction, in Brussels. Any manuscript 
work to which the prize may be awarded, 
must be published during tho course of tho 
year immediately following upon that dur- 
ing which the prize has been awarded. The 
judgment governing the competition will 
rest with a jury appointed by His Majesty 
tho King of the Belgians; said jury will bo 
composed of seven members, threo Belgians 
ind four foreigners of different nationalties.

Tho annual meeting of the Cathedral As- 
sociation for tho Advancement of tho Di- 
ocesan Missions was held ou Wednesday 
evening in the school room, the Lord Bishop 
in tho chair. Among thoso present were 
Ven. Archdeacon Scriven, Revs. T. E. Lips- 
combo and J. B. Hewotson, Sir Joseph 
Trutch, Mr. Justice Crease, Hon. P. 
O'Reilly, Messrs. John Trutch, Vowell, 
Galletly, and Baynes Reed (lay secretary of 
the Synod). 

The Lord Bishop said they met in obedi- 
ence to the command of the Lord who hud 
ordered them to preach the Gospel to every 
soul. Endeavoring to place the means of 
grace within the reach of all in ibis diocese 
was a solemn duty which should never be 
overlooked. The length of this diocese of 
Columbia was 350 miles, the width 
120 miles, and it included, with Vancouver 
Island, the many islands between here and 
the mainland ; as, for instance, Salt Spring, 
Gabriola, Valdez, Texada, some of which 
were over twenty miles long. As ordinary 
trade and business increased, so with the 
Church of Christ. We must look forward 
to tho work increasing. In 1879 the dioceses 
of Caledonia and Now Westminster were 
formed, tho episcopal income of the hitter of 
which now amounts to nearly $-1,000. In 
that year (1879) there were only fifteen 
clergy in tho then undivided province ; 
now, in this single diocese, there were 
twenty-four clergy laboring for Christ, and 
in the three dioceses over fifty. This had 
all been accomplished with very little out- 
side assistance. During the lost-year they 
had prospered greatly under God's 
blessing. Eight new missions bad 
been opened and nine now churches. 
In addition to this two Indian schools were 
brought into operation and a Chinese Mis- 
sion opened. Six thousand dollars 
had been added to the Clergy En- 
dowment F mid during the same year, 
for which they had to thank many 
kind friends, who had como forward so lib- 
erally with their donations. Regular ser- 
vices had also been established at tho jail 
and tho hospital. The difficulties they had 
had to encounter on the coal fields were 
great, but they were being overcome by 
loyal and determined men and they had now 
over 160 children attending their Sunday 
schools there. Alborui, Union .Mines and 
Englishman's River still required clergy, and 
ten parsonages were greatly wanted. The 
,000 given from the Mission Fund Mas 
met by §6,000 subscribed by the people 
themselves. This work must be blessed of 
Cod in the future as in the past. We need 
not be too anxious. He will provide. But 
every one must strive his utmost to help on 
the work. Young and old— all can assist in 
giving to others what they already possess. 
Nothing can weaken the promise of Christ, 
made to those who preach His word and ad- 
minister His holy sacraments. 

Sir Joseph Trutch said he wished to pass 
at once to tho business view of the matter 
Which was not inconsistent with his position 
treasurer of the Synod. Ii was only by 
the adopt ion of business processes that the 
work could be carried on. The term " mis- 
i," he thought, was a misnomer, and it 
misled people. They thought it meant 
work only amongst savage races. Here, 
at least, this misapprehension seri- 
ously affected the contributions. It 
could nut be too clearly explained 
that the help rendered was only to those 
districts unable entirely lo supply them- 
selves with the ministration of the gospel. 
This association had an opportunity of 
assisting the church an a whole. It was the 
only opportunity they had in joining in this 
general and larger work. The mission 
fund supplied others, and it was a first 
principle in their religion to do to others as 
we would they should do unto us. Wo had 
this duty separate and distinct, and beyond 
the simple one of supporting our own clergy- 
man, the endowment fund — called the 
Bishop Hills endowment fund, as a slight 
testimony of their love and veneration for 
His Lordship in his upwards of 30 years 
work among tin m —was started only four 
years ago, and by contributions bore and in 
England, and, with thoso voted by the 
S.l'.CIC, now amounted to upwards of 
S30.000, yielding an annual income of about 
S2.500. This was regularly [Mid into the 
mission fund, « liich was assisted also by 
the Ladies' Auxiliary; §5,000 is looked for 
annually from these general sources; § 1,000 
less thin this sum has been received 'luring 
the past year, which ends, however, not till 
the 31st M i roll next. This is attributed 
sole'ytothc want of information among 
cliuiohmon generally, who, if they derive a 
benefit should assist others to share the 
sime. Regular lumjjul subscriptions an; 
wanted, ami the outlying districts must 
cooperate more heartily with tlloio who 
are anxious to render them nil assistance. 
Wo must communicate freely information 
on these mutters and awaken a lively in- 
terest in one and all in this fund— the 
only source by which we can contribute to 
the advancement of tho church as a whole.

THE COVE KNOWS SPEECH. 

Tho speeoli with which the Lieut. -Gover- 
nor opened tho Legislature yesterday will, 
we are sure, be read with pleasure by Brit- 
ish Columbians generally. It shows that 
the affairs of the province aro in a flourisli- 
inR condition, and it also shows that the 
Government is determined to do what it can 
to aid in its advancement. 

There are very few in the province who 
will not concur heartily in what is said in 
the speech about the late Premier of the 
Dominion. Canadians of all parties now 
agree that Sir John Macdonald was a faith- 
ful servant of the people of Canada, and 
that he devoted his talents and his energies 
ih strengthening the union of the provinces 
which ho did so much to bring about. Tho 
people of. the province, too, approve of the 
expressions of sorrow unci sympathy in the 
speech which tho early death of the eldest 
son of the Prince of Wales has called forth. 
Loyalty is much more then a mere name in 
British Columbia. 

Wo are told in the speech that the rev- 
enue for the year has exceeded expectations. 
We were quite sure that this would be the 
case. Last year wus a prosperous one for 
tho province. It3 industries were thriving, 
and it received larc;e accessions to its pop- 
ulation. A stimulus has been given to min- 
ing industry by the discoveries in Kootenay, 
and the revival of mining interests in Car- 
iboo. Thc3e, it will be said, arc improve- 
ments for which the Government deserves 
no credit. They have been brought about 
by the onergy and the enterprise of private 
individuals. This is quite true, but the 
Government did right in bringing them to 
the notice of the Legislature, in order that 
the representatives of the people may be 
prepared to do what they can to aid the do. 
velopmc-nt of the mineral resources of those 
districts. Something has already been 
done in that direction by encouraging rail- 
way enterprises and by opening up roads; 
and, no doubt, much more will be done in 
the not distant future. It is proposed, we 
sec, to make amendments to the Mineral 
Act. The object of these amendments, we 
have no doubt, will be to clear the patli 
for the miner, and to make his 
position in the province better than 
il has been hitherto. \Vo say 
■ this, not because we are in the secrets of 
!.he Government, for we are not, but lie- 
cause we know that this lias been its 
object in all the amendments it lias proposed 
to tho Mineral Aot. Tho amendments 
made, last year, were at tho suggestion of 
practical miners, and we are quite sure that 
la its efforts ;o perfect tho mining laws, it 
has used nil diligence to obtain the informa- 
tion it required from the best and the most 
reliable sources. 

Amendments to the hand Law arc also 
promised in the Speech. The direction of 
the amendments proposed is also indicated. 
It is to preserve agricultural lauds for 
actual settlers. This is progress in the 
right direction. Hitherto, tho actual 
settler lias not been sufficiently considered. 
Speculators have found means to evade tho 
provisions made in the law for his protec- 
tion. The consequence has been that much 
good farming land is now in tho hands of 
speculators, and those who want it for the 
purpose of cultivating it are forced to pay 
for it high prices. It is the policy of the 
■present Government to resorve the farming 
land for tho men who intend to reclaim 
•it and make a living out of it. Something 
was done in this direction last year, but tho 
amendments made, it appears, do not go far 
enough. It is to bo hoped that the measure 
which the Government will bring down this 
year will accomplish tho intended purpose. 
This and oilier measures should convince 
tho peoplo that tho Government is most 
desirous to extend to tho actual workers, 
both in the mine and on tho farm, all tho 
facilities in its power. It is showing by its 
acta that it is bound to give the mon who 
hy their labor aro engaged in developing 



tho resources of tho province, "a good 
show." It is proving itself to be, in spite 
of all that its enemies are Buying against it, 
a working-man's Government. 

Tho surveys and explorations which the 
Government has caused to bo niado during 
tho past year will, wo hope, have the effect 
of opening for settlement largo tracts of 
agricultural and pastoral land in good situ- 
ations. It is evident that it is its deter- 
mination that the lands so opened up shall 
not bo grabbed by speculators before tho 
immigrant in senreh of a farm on which to 
settle has an opportunity of finding out that 
it exists. 

It is to bo hoped that the proposals for 
tho settlement of crofters on lands bordering 
the sea will be such as can bo favorably re 
coived by the Legislature. Tho develop 
meut of the deep sou fisheries of the province 
is greatly to bo desired. Tho sea that 
washes its shores abounds in food fish of 
various kinds and will one day bo a source 
of wealth to its inhabitants. Rut these 
treasures of the deep have, so far, been hardly 
drawn upon at all. If tho hardy Highland 
fishermen settle here and are encouraged to 
pursue their avocation, they will be a most 
valuable accession to the population. 

The bill of fare which the Governor has 
set before the Legislature is both varied 
and wholesome and the Assembly, wo are 
pretty sure, will deal with it in a way that 
will satisfy both the Government and the 
people. 

MB. WARD'S REPORT. 

Mr. Robert Ward's report on the strand- 
ing of the San Pedro is well worthy the at- 
tention both of the authorities in Ottawa 
and the business men of the province. Mr. 
Ward saw that the divison of authority 
over the pilots of the province does not make 
for an efficient pilot service, and is incon- 
venient in other ways. British Columbia is 
not so large as to render such a division of 
authority necessary. It would naturally be 
supposed that a pilot holding a license for 
the whole of British Columbia would be 
responsible for the way in which ho per 
formed his duty to a British Columbia au- 
thority. But this, it seems, is not tho case 
for Mr. Christensen, though piloting a ves 
sel outside the jurisdiction of the Nanaimo 
Commission, was called to account by the 
Nanaimo Pilotago Commissioners. This is 
not a little singular. A British Columbia 
pi lot being responsible for the wrecking of 
a vessel in the Victoria Pilotage district 
ought, it might be supposed, to be called to 
account by either a British Columbia tribu- 
nal or the Commissioners of the Victoria 
Pilotage district. Why it is not so, is one 
of those things " which no fellow can under- 
stand." 

Mr. Ward tells us, too, that the existing 
regulations in the three different districts 
are conflicting. This, in a matter of such 
great importance as pilotago in which 
uniformity, is most desirable, if not neces- 
sary to the proper performance of the pilot- 
ago service, shows that reform is required. 
If the districts are maintained, as Mr. 
Ward recommends, the system applicable 
to the whole province should be uniform. 
There should not be one set of pilotage re- 
gulations tor Nanaimo, and another for Vic- 
toria, and a third for Burrard Inlet. The 
qualification of the pilots should be the 
same in all tho districts. Mr. Ward's sug- 
gestions with regard to proper pilot craft 
are valuable. It is surprising that the 
pilots, in their own interests, do not own 
boats in which vessels could be met out at 
sea in almost any kind of weather. As the 
pilots are very well paid, it is not too much 
to require them to go to some expense and 
to run some risks. 



A COST HAST. 



It is not pleasant for a patriotic Cana- 
dian to observe that wherever the words 
"America" and "American" are used in a 
British newspaper, or other periodical, the 
United States or United States citizens are 
invariably meant. Never by any chance is 
the term "American" applied to a Canadian, 
and the word "America" never seems to 
suggest "Canada" to an Englishman. For 
instance, when Mr. William Roberts, who 
is no lover of the United States or its in- 
stitutions, headed his article for the Fort- 
nightly Review "The Administration of 
Justice in America," it did not. occur to 
him that his strictures might be taken to 
apply to Canada as well as the United 
States, for Canada is quite us mueh a part 
of America as the United States 
is, and, leaving Alaska out, is 
quite as largo if not larger. 
Hut Mr. Roberts (Iocs not include Canadi 
in his criticism on the administration of jus- 
tice in America. On the contrary, he takes 
very good care to let his readers know that 
when he says "America" he dots not mean 
Canada. He, in fact, draws a striking com- 
parison with respect to the administration 
of justice and the enforcement of law be- 
tween the two countries. 

Mr. Roberta uses tho word America, in a 
very restricted sense, for, with him, it 
means California, tho State in which he 
lived some years, and with which he wus 
best acquainted, To those who take ex- 
caption to bis making California a samplo 
State, he says : 

" I will also ask the reader to cross tho 
border into Britisli Columbia, a much 
wilder and moro sparsely populated coun- 
try than any of tho American States on the 
Pacific Coast. I will then challenge him to 
point out any ono of tho Western States of 
the Union where life and property aro as 
secure as they are there, where crimes 
of robbery and violence aro as infrequent, 
where the law is administered as firmly, 
where punishment as surely follows convic- 
tion, and where, in consequence, lynch law 
is unknown. Tho Canadian Pacific and 
Northern Pacific Railways were built at the 
samo time, both transcontinental lines, tho 
one in British the other in American terri- 
tory. Why was it that on the former, 
murder and shooting scrapes, as they are 
called, when men fire at each other with 
pistols, were unknown, while on tho latter 
they were of daily occurrence ? I am told, 



perhaps, because men carry revolvers in 
America and not in British Columbia ; but, 
I ask them, why men carry revolvers in 
America and not in British Columbia, when 
it is equally against the law in both coun- 
tries to do so ?" 

Tho picture, which Mr. Roberts draws of 
the way in which justico is administered 
and tho law disregarded in California, is not 
a pleasant one, but, from tho facts ho ad- 
duces, it cannot bo said with truth that it 
13 not truo to life. Tho corruption of tho 
courts in California disgusts him utterly. 
He sow in that State justice — or rather in- 
justice — bought without hardly a pretence of 
concealment. Ho says : " In England it was 
said at ono time, and may be true to some 
extent now, that thero was ono luw for tho 
rich and another for the poor. In America 
this has been greatly simplified, thero is 
only one law, a law for tho rich and none 
for tho poor." This is bad enough, but it 
is not worse than sonio Americans them- 
selves say of the administration of justice 
iu their own country. 

Instances aro given in tho article in which 
men guilty of grave crimes have been able 
to get off scot free. The reviewer lulls oi 
lynehings that were carried out in open 
day and without disguise, and of atrocities 
committed with impunity on defenceless 
persons. Tho article is not written in a 
dispassionate tono and the reader may be 
apt to suspect that the writer is prejudiced 
against tho United States, but those who 
dining the late attempt to bring the bood- 
lors to justice in San Francisco read the 
newspapers published in that city will see 
that he says nothing worse of the courts of 
law than has been said, over and over again, 
by United States citizens who believed that 
the public interest required an exposure of 
their rottenness.

A PARSON ON "PINAFORE." 

He Puts Ills Foot on the Uncoilly Juveniles 
of Ills Congregation. 
Ion A, Mich., Jan. 28. —Rev. 15. Lennox, 
pastor of the Methodist church here, 
is opposed to comic opera, oven when 
given under religious auspices. The 
young people of his flock have been pre- 
paring to present "Pinafore" for charity's 
sake and for a month have been holding 
rehearsals. Mr. Lennox attended one of 
the rehearsals ami entered a protest and 
schism immediately sprung up among 
the people, the line being " Pinafore." His 
attitude created so much comment and cri- 
ticism that ho has come out with long ex- 
planations, in which he pours enough hot 
shot into " Pinafore " to sink the craft. 
Ho says among other things: "I do not 
envy, but pity any member of my fiock 
who, at the sacrifice of honor, indorses 
and participates in " Pinafore," and 
to me and to many godly people, not only 
Methodists, but in all churches, charity 
balls and pinafore operas in the interest of 
the poor are simply using tho livery of 
heaven to serve tho devil. This truckling 
to worldly amusements and this idolatry of 
godless pleasure is tho curse of the church. 
The spectacle of church members at 
nightly 'pinafores' when society seeks in 
nightly gospels to reclaim a town where 
several young people have committed sui- 
cide in the last year through sheer corrup- 
tion, ami where scores of others are going 
to destruction through gin mills in full 
blast seven days in the week, might well 
make the angtls weep and pain the heart of 
every godly person, while godless men look 
on and laugh and the church is disgraced." 
Mr. Lennox is aroused, and will stop the 
show if possible, while the " Pinafore " 
element in his congregation are determined 
that it shall be given. 



For Obstructing a Thoroughfare. 

Mr. II. S. Fairall, proprietor of the 12. & 
N. brewery at Russell's station, appeared 
at tho police court, yesterday morning, to 
answer to a charge of obstructing the 
Ksquimalt road with a wooden runway, con- 
trary to the statute'.

KINGSTON'S MEMBER. 

Mr- Metcalfe's Declarations on Nomination Day 
In the Limestone City. 

Kingston, Jan. 28.— The following sum- 
mary of Mr. Metcalfe's, M. P., declaration 
of policy at the Kingston nomination, will 
be of interest: Mr. Metcalfo opened the 
ball, and expressed his Hense of his own in- 
ability to fill Sir John's shoes, but would do 
his best for the city. He advised his friends 
to do nothing to invalidate the election 
as tho (Jrfts would only be too ready to 
protest it a chance offered. He had re- 
ceived the support of the people on four 
distinct occasions for the local Legislature 
and. though he did not claim supeiior abil- 
ity, as far as lay in his power he had been a 
fathful representative. He believed the 
Liberal party was the foe of national devel- 
opment, while the Conservative party stood 
for Canadian interests ; therefore, as the 
most likely Conservative to carry tho elec- 
tion, ho had thought it his duty to run. 
The people had tried the Reform party from 
1ST.'! to 1878 and found them neither fish, 
flesh nor good red herring. The platform of 
the Liberal party implied a barrier against 
all trade except with the United States, and 
ho asked the free traders present what sort 
of free trade that would be. lie concluded 
with the confident belief that he would be 
returned not on account of any pre-eminent 
ability, but because he would support a 
Canadian policy. 

Kew York ut tho World's Fair. 

Albany, N.Y., Jan. -S. — The Senate, 
this morning, received the Worlds Fair 
bill as favorably as reported from the Sen- 
ate finance committee, and passed it. It 
appropriates §300,000 and provides for three 
persons to be appointed from each judiciary 
district, so there will be twenty-tour com- 
missioners to meet in Albany. 

No Chinese r»r Montana. 

HELENA, .Ian. 28.— The anti-Chinese sen- 
timent in Montana is growing in intensity. 
Organized efforts to starve them out are be- 
ing supplemented by agitation for adequate 
legislation. The labor organizations of 
Butte impose a lino on a member who pat- 
ronizes Chinese restaurants, laundries or 
stores, or any establishment where Chinese 
help is employed. The Knights of Labor 
of the state have resolved to support no 
city for the state capital whose citizens em- 
ploy Chinese or support Chinese tradesmen. 
The city council of Helena has passed 
a preamble and resolutions setting forth 
the evils of Chinese immigration, 
and urging the Montana delegation in Con- 
gress to support a new restriction act. 
(Jovcrnor Toole has been in correspondence 
with the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton City, urging that adequate means bo 
employed to guard '.he Northern 
boundary. He says there is 
an organized gang, with head- 
quarters along the Canadian Pacific, that 
is engaged in smuggling Chinamen across 
the line. The constant and visible swelling 
of the Chinese population within the past 
year has caused grave apprehension 
that trouble will ensue. On December 23 
Secretary Foster wrote to the governor that 
a special agent would be sent to 
.Montana to look into [the mat- 
ter, but so far he has not arrived.

Pierre Loineaux, the well known French 
journalist and agriculturist, is dead at 
Paris. 

Li Hung Chang's attack of influenza left 
him much enfeebled. There are now fears 
of his death. 

Joseph Donoghue lias skated a quarter of 
a mile in 35 seconds, beating the record 
'2 1-5 seconds. 

The French government will ask a credit 
of 8700,000 to enable Franco to participate 
in the World's fair. 

It is thought that 10 of the Italians car- 
ried out to sea at New York on the refuse 
barges have been lost. 

A verdict for 5SS.875 has been given to 
Fdward Stokes in his suit against J. W. 
Mackay and Hector de Castto. 

The Swiss National council has ratified 
the commercial treaties between Switzer- 
land and Germany and Switzerland and 
Austria. 

Townsville, a seaport on Cleveland bay, 
Queensland, is inundated. A number of 
buildings collapsed and railway traffic was 
stopped. 

An expedition is to be fitted out for the 
relief of Lieut. Peary and his companions, 
who are supposed to be somewhere in the 
Arctic regions. 

The Chinese government has decided to 
found a school for marine engineers with u 
view to discarding Luropeun officers in the 
Chinese fleet. 

For the first time in thirty years two 
sperm whales have been caught of die 
Heads, just out of San Francisco hay. They 
realized twenty barrels of oil. 

The National Board of Trade is in session 
at Washington City, and will consider 
many matters of national interest, includ- 
ing the Torrey bankruptcy bill. 

Five more cases of smallpox are reported 
among the quarantined Chinese passen- 
gers of the steamer Rio do Janeiro, on 
Angel Island, San Francisco bay. 

The captain, chief officer, third engineer 
and a fireman of the steamer Marcia, which 
reached New York from Brazil on the 20th, 
died of yellow fever at the southern ports. 

Minister Whitelaw Reid, interviewed in 
Paris on the 27th, denied that negotiations 
were in progress for reductions in American 
duties on wines and silks on a reciprocal 
basis. 

Tho Philadelphia University Veterinary 
School professors have investigated lump- 
jaw disease in cattle, and say tho disease 
cannot bo transmitted to man by eating of 
meat from cattle which had been so aillicted. 

HI Tiempo, the organ of the chinch party 
in Mexico, commenting on the Chilian news 
attacks the people of the United States, 
calling them an execrable race of cowards 
who, because they are powerful, would at- 
tack a small nation. 

There is little prospect of an early fight 
between the U. S. troops and Garza's men. 
It is stated that Garza has only two men 
witli him — his brother and an experienced 
Mexican scout, who hide iu tho brush dur- 
ing day. 

Rumors in circulation in Philadelphia to 
the effect that an examination of the books 
of the suspended Spring Garden National 
Bank have resulted in a discovery which 
seriously compromises three of the bank 
directors. 

The representatives of the various trades 
in Liverpool are arranging for a public de- 
monstration in support of the measure pro- 
posed by Mr. William Rindull Crenier, M. 
P., looking toward negotiations with 
America for a general treaty of arbitration.

AN EXPERT'S OPINION 

Of the Work Estate Gold Quartz amlltuo Heat 
Method or WorklngJU. 

Mr. Henry Sicpmann, who resides on lots 
10 and 11, lake Hill Iistate, Victoria Dis- 
trict, has been very much interested lately 
in a ledgo of rocks which traverses his prop- 
erty, and which he has for some time be- 
lieved to contain a good percentage of gold.

about free milling. I trust 1 shall soon 
see 100 stamps at work upon this vein of 
gold.

Speech from the Throne, and the 
Prospective Business it 
Outlined. 



The second session of the fifth parliament 
of British Columbia was duly inaugurated 
ati 3:30 o'clock, yesterday afternoon, by His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor in the pre- 
sence of u distinguished assembly of repre- 
sentative British Columbians, who filled not 
only tho floor of tho House, but both side 
and end galleries. Outside, a cheerless, 
misty ruin descended gently, darkening the 
white helmets of the guard of honor from 
"C" Battery, and turning to mud tho new- 
ly-laid gravel on the drive. 

The military, in full winter uniform, 
took their position on the lawn between tho 
treasury building and the legislative hull, 
53 rank and file, not including the fine band 
of 21 musicians, who made tho opening of 
the House the occasion of their first appear- 
ance. His Honor arrived shortly after ,'1 
o'clock, accompanied by his private secre- 
tary, Mr. Horbert Stanton, and attended

TITK SPEECH KKOII THE T11KONE. 

Having taken his seat on the throne, His 
Honor addressed the House as follows; 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the Legisla- 
tive Amtmbly: 

"I am glad lo meet you all once moro for 
the purpose of devising measures for the 
public good, anil making provision for the 
public service. 

"Since we last met, death has deprived 
Canada of her greatest statesman, Sir John 
M icdonald, whose distinguished services 
had been given to his Queen and country 
for so many years, and who was so largely 
instrumental in binding together the scat- 
tered possessions of Her Majesty in North 
America, into one united Dominion, washed 
by two great oceans. 

"And now the great nation, of which it 
is our pride to form a part, has been plunged 
in grief, by the sudden and untimely death 
of I I. R. H. the Duke of Clarence, presump- 
tive heir lo the throne. I am sure your 
hearty sympathy goes out to Her Gracious 
Mnjesly the Queen, to the bereaved parents. 
Olid to other members of tho Royal Family, 
in the loss they, and the nation, have sus- 
tained. 

"Turning lo matters of local concern, I 
congratulate you upon tho past year ol 
solid prosperity, and tho encouraging out- 
look for the future. 

"The public revenue baa far exceeded 



your expects t ions, wit h tho prospeot of a still 
moro satisfactory increase during the year 
upon which wo have entered. 

"The principul industries are, for the 
most part, in a thriving condition, especial- 
ly that of coal mining, the output having 
reached considerably over a million tons, or 
about 50 per cent, more than that of tho 
previous year. 

"The recent discovery of rich and exten- 
sive quartz ledges in tho Kootcnay District is 
attracting tho attention of capitalists, and 
cannot fnil to bring about a period of great 
activity in that promising district, while 
from the large hydraulic mining enterprises 
now being undertaken in Cariboo may reas- 
onably be anticipated a revival of tho min- 
ing activity of old days in that important 
gold-field. 

" Tho Kootenay and Columbia railway has 
been coniplotcd and in operation for somo 
time, and promises to become an important 
factor in opening up that part of tho coun- 
try. 

" It is gratifying to bo able to announce 
the practical completion of thoShuswap and 
Okanugun railway, and to feel assured that 
this important work has been accomplished 
without tho probability of entailing any 
financial charge upon the public revenue. 

" Surveys have been vigorously prosecut- 
ed in different parts of the province during 
the pust season, and much valuable informa- 
tion has been obtained. You will be asked 
to make liberal provision for continuing this 
important work. 

"Acting under the authority of legisla- 
tion of last session, one of my ministers 
proceeded to London, and was successful in 
floating a three per cent. Inscribed Stock 
loan upon terms highly favorable to tho pro- 
vince, and which it is believed will enable tho 
public debt to bo consolidated on a most ad- 
vantageous basis. The papers connected 
with tiiese transactions will be laid before 
you. 

" Last session amendments were made to 
the land law, with a view to discouraging 
speculation in public lands suitable for ag- 
ricultural purposes. You will be invited to 
consider further amendments in that di- 
rection; us it is deemed important that ag- 
ricultural lands should he preserved for 
actual settlers. 

" Measures for the following purposes 
will also bo submitted for your considera- 
tion : — 

" A Bill dealing with various matters of 
Municipal reform. 

" A Bill in relation to tho Magistracy. 

"Amendments to the Mineral Act of last 
session, suggested by its actual working. 

" A Bill dealing with Mining Partner- 
ships. 

" A Bill to amend the Public School Act. 

" Certain proposals for the establishment 
of settlements of Crofters at various points 
along the seaboard, with a view to tho de- 
velopment of our deep-sea fisheries, will be 
submitted for your consideration. 

" Although long delayed, there is reason 
to anticipate an early settlement of the 
vexed question of our rights in the Behring 
Sea, and we can only hope that tho terms 
may be such us will permit o! our important 
sealing industry being prosecuted without 
further obstruction. 

" The public uccounts will bo laid before 
you, ami tho estimates of revenue and ex- 
penditure will be presented at an early 
«tage of tho session. 

" I now leave you to your deliberations, 
praying that the Supreme Ruler may guide 
you to such conclusions as may be most con- 
ducive to the public weal." 

1SUSINKSS COMMENCED. 

His Honor having retired, Mr. Speaker 
took the chair and the House was opened in 
the usual form, with prayers by tho Lord 
Bishop of Columbia. 

The preliminary routine motions wero 
then presented and disposed of, und the 
Attorney-Cetierul introduced the first 
measure of ttfo session — a bill to amend the 
Companies' Act of 1890. The bill is a very 
short one, being framed simply for the pur- 
pose of correcting a clerical error of section 
•1!) of the act lo be amended. It passed its 
first reading and was set for the second on 
Monday, to which day the House stands ad- 
journed. 

Tho usual list of "notices" were filed 
promptly on the adjournment of the House. 
All are to be dealt with at the next sitting. 
The Chief Commissioner announces his in- 
tention of introducing a bill to amend t he 
Land Act, and the Attorney-General gives 
notice of bills to amend the Constitution 
Act, the Magistrates' Act and the Munici- 
palities' Act. 

Mr. Anderson lias a long resolution on 
the paper, dealing with Samuel Greer and 
his clebrated claim. It reads as follows : 

" That a Select committee be appointed, 
to conskt of Messrs. Stoddard, Fletcher, 
Keith, Grant and the mover, to enquire 
into the circumstances connected with cer- 
tain lands claimed by Samuel Greer on 
English Bay, and the adverse claims of 
Angus and Smith to the same lands ; and 
what number of acres of land is claimed by 
Angus and Smith in Crown grants num- 
bered 1)1 and OS in New Westminster dis- 
trict, in the province of British Columbia, 
and by whom surveyed, if any one, anil 
what price (if any) per acre was paid to the 
Government of the aforesaid province for 
the same ; und what slops the Government 
have taken with respect to the report of a 
Select committee submitted to the House 
and appointed April 14, ISSS ; and also as 
to anot her report of a Select committee of 
the House, dated March H, 1800, and to 
further enquire into a certain petition of 
right between I he Government of the 
aforesaid province and Samuel Greer, with 
power to call for persons, papers and domi- 
nion's, and to examine witnesses and report 
to the House." 

Hon. Mr. Beaven has also a short resolu- 
tion on the list, asking for n printed copy of 
an act of the parliament of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland, passed 
during the 40th and 41st years of Her 
Majesty's reign, chapter 59. 

The only question listed is by the leader 
of the Opposition, and is addressed to the 
Minister of Finance. It reads: 

" Upon what date or dates, to what 
amount and at what rate of interest have 
the Government issued und sold inscribed or 
registered British Columbia, stock ; upon 
what date or dates is the principal ropuy- 
abe ■'. 

" What amount of the loan of £700,000, 
authorized by tho ' British Columbia Loan 
Act, 1801,' has been placed upon the Eng- 
lish market and at what rate of interest; 
what oilers have been received and what 
accepted ? 

" How much of the money obtained under 
the ' Loan Act of 1891 ' has been applied to 
redeeming the debentures issued under the 
authority of the British Columbia Loan 
Acts of i.S77 and 1SS7 ? ' 

" What sum (if any) has been set apart 
out of the consolidated revenue fund of the 
province to pay interest on block issued un- 
der tho ' British Columbia Loan Act, 1891 ? ' 

" At what, date and in what amount (if 
any) has money been appropriated for the 
creation and maintenance of a sinking fund 
For pay linn t of slock issued under the 
" British Columbia Loan Act, 1891 V und 
what provision has been made for tho in- 
vestment of the snnie ? 

" What sum of money in Dominion cur- 
rency lias the stock is-ued under the 1 Brit- 
ish Columbia Loan Act, of 1891, netted the 
province, ut Victoria, after deducting ex- 



change, discount, commission, accrued in- 
terest, stamp duty und charges of all de- 
scriptions, and on what date wus the money 
recoived by the Government ? " 

SOTI'.S. 

A remarkable feature of the opening was 
tho large turnout of ladies, despite tho rain. 
Mrs. Nelson, whose presence is ulways 
looked for, was in her accustomed seat, 
while another distinguished party occupy- 
ing seats not far from her was composed of 
Mr. Cochrane and Lady Cochrane, Mrs. 
and Miss Brady and Miss Lizars. 

Tho appearance of tho House has been 
greatly improved during the recess by the 
substitution of handsome leather-cushioned 
chairs for the unsightly and uncomfortablo 
seats of former years. Other alterations 
havo also been made, and all in tho right 
direction. 

"C" Battery made a fine showing at the 
opening ceremonies, but the public wero 
not given tho opportunity they hoped for 
of hearing the new band pluy. The boys 
in uniform came and went, via street car, 
in silence. 



A NEW PEST IN THE ORCHARDS. 

State Tree Inspector J. W. Jessee, of 
California, bus discovered another fruit 
pest, which, from the description given, 
will likely provo more troublesome than 
those so successfully fought off in tho past. 
Last season the many prune and plum 
orchards in tho Pulouso country gave 
promise of an abundant yield. As the sea- 
son progressed and the fruit approached 
maturity, it was discovered that all of it 
was ruined, either it dropped from the tree 
in immature and still ball-rotten condition, 
or, hanging to the limbs, decayed there be- 
fore ripening. The most perplexing thing 
about the matter was that the reason for 
this diseased condition of the fruit was not 
visible, nor was there any sign by which 
the miscreant bug or worm could be iden- 
tified. The fruit was not stung, and there 
was no worm or outward sign .if specific 
trouble. The fruit would just ho spoiled 
and that would end it, though in most, 
cases the stem was also discovered to be de- 
cayed. At last it was surmised that a little 
bug, closely resembling the lightning bug in 
appearance, and, when flying, red in color, 
was the new pest, but no method was de- 
vised to prevent his ravages, und the prune 
and plum crops of those sections were 
totally ruined. Tho new pest was, it, is 
thought, the same red bug that was noticed 
in such numbers in this section last summer, 
but, so far us known, did no damage. — ■ 
Walla Walla Union.

Transmission to Congress of Addition- 
al Correspondence— The Chilians 
Friendly and Conciliatory. 



Affairs Can Now bo Adjusted Upon a 
Satisfactory and Peaceful 
Basis. 



Washington, Jan. 28.— To tho Borate 
and House of Representa' ivos : I transmit 
herewith additional correspondence between 
this Government ami the Government of 
Chili, consisting of a note of Mr. Montt, the 
Chilian Minister of this capital, to Mr. 
Blaine, dated January 23 ; a reply of Mr. 
Blaine thereto, of date Jauuury "27, and a 
dispatch from Mr. Egan, our minister at 
Santiago, transmitting the response of Mr 
Pereira, the Chilian Minister of foreign 
affairs, to the note of Mr. Blaine of January 
21, which was received by me on the 20th 
instant. The noto of Mr. Monti to M 
Blaine, dated Jim. 23, was not delivered at 
the State Department until after 12 o'clock 
meridian of the 25th, and was not trans 
lated and its receipt notified to mo until 
late in the afternoon of that day. 

The response of Mr/l'ereira to our note 
of the 21st, withdraws, with acceptable ex- 
pressions of regret, the offensive note of 
Air. Matta, of the 11th ult., and also the 
request for the recall of Mr. Egan. The 
treatment of the incident of the assault upon 
the sailors of the Baltimore is so conciliatory 
and friendly, that I am of the opinion that 
there is a good prospect that the differences 
growing out of that serious affair 
can now be adjusted upon terms satisfac- 
tory to this government by tho usual meth- 
ods and without special powers from t'on- 
ercss. This turn in tho affairs is very grati- 
fying to me, as I am sure it will be to 
Congress and to our people. The general 
support of the efforts of the executive to en- 
force the right of the nation in this 
matter has given an instructive and 
useful illustration of the united unity 
and patriotism of our people. Should it be 
necessary, f will ugain communicate 
with Congress on the subject. (Signed.)

FEELING IN CHILI. 

lite Younger Element Indulge In War Talk- 
Sober Sense Conciliatory. 

Santiago, Jan. 2S. — A special to the 
Associated Press says that the younger and 
hotter- headed portion of the public continue 
to indulge in much war talk. Rather than 
have the government acknowledge its fault 
or apologize for its utterances, they declare 
they would prefer to see a resort . to arms. 
Naval olucers are reported to be much 
stirred up at the thought that they may be 
called upon to salute the stars and stripes. 
They go so far as to say, according to re- 
ports published in the papers, that they 
would see the Chilian fleet sur.k before they 
would salute the American flag. 

La Union calls on the people, male and 
female, to stand together in upholding the 
honor of tho country. In regard to the 
story current that the United States would 
require a saluto to the stars and stripes, it 
says : "Our noble sailors would prefer sink- 
ing to the bottom of the sea rather than 
salute the Yankee Hag." 

The majority of the intelligent people 
look upon the act of the government in re- 
gard to an apology and withdrawal of the 
demand for Egan a reeull in a favorable lit;l>t. 
La Union prints a letter from an English- 
man advising the severance of all diplomatic 
and consular relations with tho United 
States. 

The excuse made for demanding the re- 
call of Minister Egan is that it was under- 
stood he cabled Blaine that the Chilean gov- 
ernment had granted safe conduct to the 
'refugees and thin recalled them. He never 
made such a statement. 

Another dispatch says: "Whatever the 
Government may say officially in withdraw- 
ing Matta'a offensive note, there are 
abundant indications that Matta's popu- 
larity will not in any way decrease because 
of his authorship of that now famous dis- 
patch. Instead, it looks very much as 
though this was the most popular act of 
his administration. When the Cabinet 
was deliberating upon the precise form of 
the language in which to apologize to the 
United States, preparations were actively 
going on by a committee of leading 
citizens to honor Matta with a grand and 
imposing banquet. This will take place 
Saturday and promises to be a brilliant af- 
fair." 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

The Hark Dominion to he Sold Vi binary 1 1.— 
The Whalebnck Wet more Continues 
in the Coast Sei vice. 

Along tub Water Front. Jan. 27. 

The little steumer North Star, which ran 
on a rock in Pedder Bay some time ago, will 
not be lifted from her watery grave, her 
owners having decided to wreck her and 
take all the valuable machinery out of her. 
The hull is so badly damaged as to leave it 
it a total wreck. 

During the past spell of fine weather great 
progress has been made in the work on the 
new C. P. N. steamer which is being built 
in Turpel's ship-yard. The steamer is being 
built after the City of Kingston model, and 
•when she is completed she will look much 
the same as the Kingston, tho only differ- 
ence being in si/!, in which the Kingston 
bus the advantage. 

A couple of new sealing schooners are to 
bo built in Turpel's yard next winter, if the 
sealers are successful this year in securing 
good catches. 

Tug Lome still remains tied up to Spratt's 
■wharf. 

The steamships San Mateo and Costa 
Rica are on their way up to Napaimo from 
San Francisco. 

The new schooner Sadie Turpel, which 
was built on Turpel's ways, and which is 
named after the builder's daughter, was 
launched this morning, at 11 o'clock, in the 
presence of a largo number of ladies and 
gentlemen, a good many of whom were on 
board the boat as she slid into tho water. 
Tho schooner is pronounced by all tho marine 
men who have seen her on the ways to be a 
beauty, as well as promising to be a swift 
sailer and a good sea boat. Her keel is 17."! 
feet long, her beam 21 feet wide, and her 
depth of hold eight feet. Her bottom is 
copper fastened up us far as the load line. 

She .will be immediately fitted out for the 
spring sealing cruise, and will probably 
leave on tho 10th of next month, with Capt. 
Currio in command. 

Steamer Wellington, heavily laden with 
coal for San Francisco, passed down from 
Departure Bay this afternoon. 

Steamer Maude is due from Nanmmo to- 
night with coal. 

It is understood that plans are being ma- 
tured, in Sun Francisco, for the incorpora- 



tion of a large steamship company, und 
while all the capital stock has not been sub- 
scribed, several subscriptions have been 
made in individual sums, ranging from 
8100,000 to 350,000 and down to 
§25,000 each, and tho prospectus 
of affairs will shortly ho issued. The 
Johnson, Locke Mercantile Company aro 
working hard in the formation of the com 
pany, as representatives of several large 
shipping interests in tho Bay City. T. 
outlined proposals, so much us they a 
known, so far, are to run six big freight 
steamers, built with all the most modern 
appliances. Aside from this, it is expected 
that a large development will be made 
the trade with Smith America, and it is pro- 
posed to have steamers stop at one point on 
th.e Pacific Ocean, and another on tho At 
lantio Ocean. In the event of a new line 
being started, the Atlantic and Pacific 
Steamship Company will be merged into 
that, and probably the steamer Mineola 
will bo retained by the new company, th 
other steamers probably going into the coal 
trade. 

Steamship Empress of Japan sails for As 
iatie ports on the 10th February. 

The sale of the condemned bark Domin- 
ion takes place on February 11th. 

Tho whalebaok Wetmore has been bought 
by the Pacific Steel Barge Company, and 
will engage permanently in the Coast trade.

THE VICTORIA BUILDING SOCIETY; 

The Report of tills Body to ho Presented To- 
Morrow Night. 

The fourth annual meeting of tha Victoria 
Building Society will be held to-morrow 
night at the Sir William Wallace ball on 
liroad street, the business being the recep- 
tion by the shareholders of the secretary's 
report of business transacted during the 
year, and the election of otliccrs and board 
of management of the society for the com- 
ing year's work. Tho following is a synop- 
sis of the report that will be laid before the 
meeting: 

The authorized capital stock of the so- 
ciety is 8400,000, the subscribed stock $375,- 
200, and paid up §u'0,lK9. The balance to 
credit of management account, after deduct- 
in}; outstanding liabilities will warrant a 
dividend of §2.05 per share for thoso in 
good standing. This last dividend will not 
appear on statements furnished each mem- 
ber aa it does not go to credit till after the 
genet al meeting. 

The receipts for 1891 are : Subscriptions, 
821,702.50; management dues, $'.)7:i , r >0; sub- 
scription lines, 829-1. 50; repayment fines, 
SIGl. CO; entrance fees, 8110.00; transfer fees, 
8101 00; withdrawal percent., §645.95; with- 
drawal fees, §128.00; forfeitures, 850 00; re- 
turned dividends, §335.00; re-payments on 
loans, 87,170 00; bank interest, §91.38; re- 
payment books, §5.00; repayment manage- 
ment, 817.00; subscription books, 81-00. 

The balance to credit of the management 
account still continues to be large, amount- 
ing to 82,240 8S, largely due to with- 
drawals, returned dividends anil repay- 
ment fines. There wore II loans made 
during the year; two completed from last 
year, and 81,508 paid back to the society 
and reissued on other security, making the 
total loaned §25,744. The society has dur- 
ing its career of three years and four 
months loaned to the members the big sum 
of §71,300, which is a very creditable allow- 
ing. The re payments under this heading 
show an increase of 8192 per mouth com- 
pared with lust year. 

Six drawings for appropriations were 
held during the year, amounting to 824,000, 
of which §4,700 remain to be loaned. This 
is accounted for by the last drawing having 
taken place on the 30th of December, but 
81,000 has since been issued, and the 
balance, with the except ion of §1,700, up- 
plied for. A considerable number of shares 
weiu withdrawn, viz: 12S, amount 
ing to 80,459 50, but left with 
the society the sum of §045.95, 
withdrawal per cent., 812S withdrawal fees, 
together with §335 dividends returned. 
The number of shares vacant at the end of 
the year was 02, but there is little doubt 
that all the shares will bo subscribed for 
later on in the year. 

Delinquent members contributed to the 
general fund 8294 50 subscription line-., and 
§161 60 repayment fines, making a total of 
"456.10. Guiesche, Green & Co., bankers, 
ave placed to the credit of the current ac- 
count §01.33 interest, much below last year, 
but it speaks well for the society, money 
not being allowed to lie, loans having been 
promptly applied for. 

The greatest satisfaction exists among till 
shareholders regarding the manner in which 
the affairs of the society have been con- 
ducted during the past, year, every item of 
revenue being a substantial increase over 
last year's figures.

Prejudicial Tradition Venders Try to 
Make Itliu Out n Dud Follow— 
Daniel Wolistcr as a 
Debtor. 

Having ascertained who Gen. Wash- 
ington's last English ancestor was — it 
litis taken a century and n half to do so 
— his grateful countrymen tiro now try- 
ing tn prove that this gentleman, Rev. 
Lawrence Washington, rector of l J ur- 
leigh in Essex, was not a drunkard and 
a malignant in the English revolution 
of 1040. And my college classmate, Mr. 
II. F. Waters, who is always discover- 
ing something, litis found a letter in tho 
Bodleian library speaking vveil of Par- 
son Washing-ion, writes F, I!. Sanborn 
in the Boston Advertiser. 

The writer, one Mr. AylofFe, about 
171)0, says: "I doe not remember that 
over I knew or heard of Mr. Washing- 
ton before he had been sequestered, but 
there was thou one Mr. Roberts, a 
neighbor of mine, who was owner and 
patron of a. parish so small thut 
nobody would accept of his church (but 
with difficulty) and Mr. Roberts enter- 
tained Mr. Washing-ton, where he was 
suffered quietly to preach. I have 
heard him and tooke him to be a very 
worthy pious man. I have heen in bis 
company there, and he appeared a very 
modest sober person, anil I heard him 
recommended as such by several gentle- 
men who knew him before I did. Ho 
was a loyal person, and had one of the 
best benefices in these parts, and thut 
was the onely cause of his expulsion us 
I verily believe." 

Let it be remembered by "sequest- 
ered" Mr. A yloffe meant turned out of 
his parish of Parleigh by the Puritans, 
tit some time before IG5H, when this 
Lawrence Washington died. As this 
was nearly sixty years before Mr. 
Ayloffe wrote, the latter must have 
been a young man when lie heard the 
parson preach. He lived at Great 
Braxted in Essex, and the little parish 
of Mr. Roberts was in the adjoining 
district of Braxted Parva, or Little 
Hrnxted. Purleigh is nut far off, and 
Maiden (for which our Maiden is named) 
is three miles northof Purleigh. Parson 
Washington was buried at Maiden in 
January, 1053, and four or five years 
later his two sons emigrated to Vir- 
ginia. By piecing ail those triiJes 
together we get tit a sort of history of 
this Lawrence Washington, thanks to 
Mr. Waters. 

The English ancestry of Daniel Web- 
ster is partly known, but there is room 
for Mr. Waters t;i loolc it up further, 
both on the Webster side and that of 
Rev. Stephen Bnchilcr, from whom, 
through his grandmother, he was de- 
scended. This clergyman was also 
turned out of his parish, but for being a 
Puritan, which could hardly be charged 
against Webster. A writer in the 
Transcript telis one of the numerous 
stories that I have heard about Web- 
ster's neglect to pay his debts, lie says: 
"When I was a clerk in an exchange 
office we received ti draft of a few hun- 
dred dollars on Mr. Webster on sight 
for collection. We were instructed to 
present it to the eminent man for ac- 
ceptance, payable tit any future time 
he chose; 'tell him to specify his own 
time.' This was rather unusual and 
showed the groat respect the creditor 
had for the distinguished statesman." 

This respect was natural enough, for 
Webster was at that time almost idol- 
ized by many. But it did not secure 
from the grcal man the payment of the 
draft, either then or afterward. The 
Transcript correspondent goes on: "I 
politely said: 'You need not pay the 
draft at once; take your own time: ac- 
cept it payable when convenient, or 
when you please.' lb' straightened 
back, and, his penetrating eyes almost 
blinding in!-, said: 'You are the politest 
broker I have ever met,' and accepted it 
til once, 'payable in sixty days.' My in- 
structions were such that if lie had said 
oa its face, 'Payable on the resurrection 
day,' I should have taken it and consid- 
ered it honored. No attention was paid 
to it when the sixty day-, expired and I 
returned it under protest to the sender. " 

It was the frequent occurrent f in- 
cident., like this which gave point to the 
retort said to have been made some 
years earlier by a witness in court u hi nn 
Webster was cross-examining. Being 
asked his occupation the witness de- 
clined to answer; this roused Webster's 
suspicions and he insisted on ti reply, 
which the judge told the witness he had 
better give. "Well," said the witness, 
"if I must tell you my means of support, 
it is lliis: I make notes, gel them in- 
dorsed and discounted, take the money 
and leave my indorsers to pay the note." 
Everybody in court expected some 
stinging reply to t his, but Webster sim-

As 
the months wore away Caldwell's men 
became known as "The Bluo lien'.-; 
Chickens," a title which only increased 
their respect for the old game-cock cap- 
tain. The nickname became famous, 
ayd after the close of the war was tip- 
plied indiscriminately to all natives of 
the "Diamond state."
